The Treasurer’s account is balanced only twice in the year, at each spring and summer assizes ; 
his payments, after the October sessions, are included in the account furnished at the succeeding 
spring assizes. And as he keeps an office open throughout the year, paying the demands on it as 
they are called for, it is only when the account is furnished at each assizes the balance can be cor- 
rectly ascertained. 

The Treasurer cannot make a return of the presentments of which each balance was composed, 
not having anticipated that such a return would be required ; and to attempt to furnish such a one 
would be an effort to attain a conformity, which must be a forced one if attained at all, and not to 
be relied upon. 

The return that is now furnished comprises every sum that appears undischarged through the 
whole county ledgers, up to spring assizes 1835. The payment of sums accounted for (or payable 
without account) at tliis assizes are still in progress, and will probably continue so for some time to 
come. Entries could not yet be made in the ledgers of the vouchers for the sums that have been 
paid, so as to ascertain the presentments which, after those entries shall be made, will appear unsa- 
tisfied, and constitute so much of the balance in his hands. Nor can he yet ascertain all the sums 
tliat may still be claimed of the presentments made at summer 1834, or of former assizes.

I feel called upon to remark, that repayment of the instalments noted in the foregoing balances 
w^« suspended m consequence of several persons having traversed the presentment for thi new road 

to Tramore, and that the amount of damages was not awarded the traversers till last summer when 

the work proceeded, which enabled the commissioners of the road to authorize me to renav the 
instalments, and subsequently obtain the issue of 600 1. stated below. ^ ^ 

In the year 1 833 there was an advance made by the Board of Public Works to the Board of 
Health for this city direct (not through my hands), to be repaid by instalments at each assizes untU 
all shall have been liquidated. 

There was an issue of Exchequer Bills from the Board of Public Works to the Treasurer to the 
amount of 600 on account of a presentment for 1,598 is.Tid. for making a new road to 
framore, to be repaid by instalments at each assizes, which are regulated under the provision of an 
Act of Parliament, at the rate of 10/. per cent, on the principal and 5/. per cent, interest.
